Acting Assistant Surgeon Moorhead reports, June 28 : 

Week ended June 21. Bill of health issued to steamship Taisang 
for Manila with 61 in crew and 33 cabin and 77 steerage passengers. 
All steerage passengers were bathed and their clothing was disin- 
fected by steam. All on board were examined immediately prior 
to sailing. The vessel anchored in midstream while in port. Mani- 
fest was visaed for 1,906 packages of freight. 

Plague. — Plague continues present in the outlying districts. In 
Amoy city from 10 to 14 deaths are reported daily. 

Cholera. — Information was received from the Department of State, 
on August 8, that the American consul at Amoy had reported the 
presence of cholera at that port.
